‘The importation 
of morphia unfortunately continues to 
grow and has new reached 198,567 ounces. 
American kerosene oil was 6 ‘millions of 
allons in excess of the largest previous 
importation, in 1894; Russian about kept 
its place ; while Sumatran is rapidly

The future, how- 
ever, really depends on the expansion 
of ‘the export trade of China, 
China’s imports last year exceeded 
her exporis in value by about Tis. 
50,000,000: and unless exports are 
stimulated, bullion must be exported 
or imports must de There was 
a net export last year, as recorded 
by the Customs, of gold to the value 
of Ts. 6,688,000, and of silver to the 
value of ‘Ils. 6,098,000. China, for- 
tunately, does not have to liquidate 
in cash more than a part of the de- 
ficiency. “Remittances from Chinese 
emigrants abroad, contributions to 
missionary societies, expenditure on 
foreign troops and officials, expense 
of exploitation by sundry syndicates 
and of railway construction with 
foreign capital, as well as the value 
in China’s favour of the frontier 
trade across the Russian border and 
into Tibet, would probably be found 
to cover the difference as well as 
providing for other obligations.” 
Meanwhile it remains that the Ch 
nese were able to spend twice as 
much silver on foreign goods as they 
did in 1891. 

In avery few words Mr. Taylor 
condenses his ws of the future 
of the Indian opium trade. “There 
seems no doubt that the cultiva- 
tion of native opium is  spread- 
ing throughout the Empire, and 
the future prospects for the im.

WANTED! SECURITY 
FOR REFORMERS. 


Lyjth March. 

TuE desire for reform in education, 
if not in administration, seems firmly 
implanted in a majority of the lead- 
ing minds of China and in the heart 
of the people. The Reform Eudicts of 
Kuang Hsii have been slowly matur- 
ing during the troubled years. since 
1898, and are bringing forth their 
fruit in due season. It begins to 
appear that the coup d'état was 
neither the last nor the chief word of 
that disastrous period. Even in 
China the scope of government cannot 
be divorced from the will of the 
people, in the last resort the basis of 
all government, and, given a popular 
desire for reform, sooner or later, it 
must come. That it proceeds slowly 
and with much difficulty is not to be 
wondered at, nothing else could be 
expected. 

In the range of international politics 
the dominant and disastrous note of 
China has been opportunism. She 
has not yet learned that as a policy 
opportunism never pays, It begets 
mistrust and suspicion. So long and 
so often has China been engaged in 
drawing the red herring of equivocal 
edicts across the trail of past mis- 
behaviour, that it is not at all sur- 
prising to find the education edicts 
of the past few months regarded in 
very many circles as a move on the 
part of the wily ones in Peking. 
Instructions to Viceroys are not 
enough. What is now required is some 
clear and unmistakeable evidence of 
good faith from the Empress Dowager 
and her Government. Until this is 
forthcoming it is not to be expected 
that Chinese who have been educated 
abroad, or have graduated from 
Western Colleges in China, will come 
forward offering their services as 
demanded by the edict of last year. 
Remembering former experiences of 
the kind, this might become an 
invitation to “ducky! ducky ! come 
and be killed!” When the required 
sense of security is afforded them, 














plenty of capable men will be 
found ready to serve their country. 
Is there “any prospect of such 


an evidence of good faith? It 
seems there is. It is commonly re- 
ported now that the Empress Dow-

to this view. It being so, things 
may be worse before they are better. 
The cloud on the horizon is the dis- 
pleasure of the powerful Manchus, 
and their partnership in- disaffection 
with Chinese bigotry and reaction. 
In their subjugation to the desire for 
reform on the part of the Empress 
Dowager, backed by the awakening 
patriotism of the people, lies the hope 
of future stability and peace. 








SOME 
RECENT REMARKS 
ON HEALTH ON 
THE CHINA COAST.

Wits the plague north, south, and 
south-west of us, with a ship coming 
into Woosung having cases on board 
and a room full of dead rats, all 
unsuspected until providentially the 
disease showed itself—only "just 
in time,—it is but natural that the 
community should turn with interest 
to what there may be of new informa- 
tion on a subject of such immense 
importance. We have spent a great 
deal year by year in preventive 
measures and precautions, If such 
things did no atom of real good the 
money would still be money well 
ent, inasmuch as when something 
is being done, whatever it may be 
people's minds are more at ease. But 
we have no doubt whatever thit the 
measures taken have been real pre- 
ventive measures and that if they 
are not to be credited altogether with 
the fortunate freedom of the port 
from’ plague, they have yet done 
their share. 

Turning to the Medical Reports 
recently issued by the Statistical 
Department of the I. M. Customs, on 
p. 35, we find under the heading 
Hoihow and Kiungehow, the following 
interesting observations from “the 
pen of Dr. H. M. McCandliss :-— 

“The plague epidemic was still in 
progress at the close of the last 
half-yearly Report, and continued 
until about the middle of June. 
Up to the close of the former 
Report there had been about 2,000 
deaths; but at the end of the 
epidemic the officials estimated a 
total mortality of 5,700, which would 
make 19 per cent of the population. 
Probably 15 per cent would be near- 
ct the mark.” Fifteen per cent in 
the Shanghai Settlements would 
mean some 40,000 and more. “In the 
Rice Street district over half the 
population died. This district is 
one of. the cleanest in Hoihow, 























on account of the open spaces 
being constantly swept and used to 
dry the paddy. On the other hand 
the abundance of grain causes the 
district to swarm with rats, vast 
numbers of which died. Thisis a 
strong point in favour of the rat 
infecion theory.” Support was 
given to the same theory in the 
Ballaarat case. On the other hand, 
cleanliness is carried to its highest 
possible point on a mail-ship, which 
again bears out Dr. MeCendliss’s 
observations, which thus continue:— 

“In another district there is a 
cluster of Chinese houses somewhat 
separated from others. One house 
in this cluster we ‘call the ‘dirty’ 
house, because both people and place 
are so dirty. All the other houses 
had plague, and in one of the houses 
not a soul was left living; yet in the 
ditty house there was not a case. 
Those who maintain the filth theory 
will have to face innumerable in- 
stances of similar nature ; and it is to 
be feared that, laudable as the Hong- 
kong whitewashing is, unless it is 
combined with the destruction of 
rodent life, the measure will fail of 
eradicating the plague.” 

As otr readers probably know, 
Hongkong has now for some time 
been engaged in systematic warfare 
against rats. It remains to be seen 
how success in this respect will 
affect the mortality, but one thing is 
certain, that whenever, and however, 
plague gets a hold upon a place it 
is most difficult to shake off. Dr. 
McCandliss was exceptionally success- 
ful with his eight cases, curing seven 
of them. No foreigners took it. 

Dr. Deane remarks in his report 
upon the freedom from plague of: 
Pakhoi during 1900, while Lienchow, 
10 miles off, suffered severely. The 
cases were exactly reversed the year 
before. 

As might have been expected a 
good deal of notice has been taken 
of the malarial mosquito and his 
friends. Reports have come in from 
Africa, Cuba, New Orleans, and other 
places along the United States coasis 
all tending to prove without a doubt 
that Dr. Manson’s great discovery 
will'in time'to.eome Bs looked apon 
with all the honour now given to 
Jenner's, or any other of the epoch- 
marking deductions of the past. 
Major Ross's name is honourably 
known in this connection, but o!d 
China hands will never forget that 
Dr. Manson was working’ at his 
investigations on the China coast 
mosquito and in Formosa years before 
the general public had ever heard 
of anopheles or culex. 

Dr. Thompson of Hankow has some 
interesting remarks on malaria, and 
gives an enlarged diagram of a speci- 
men of anopheles which seems to 
have been as rare in Hankow as it is 
in Shanghai. Dr. Macdonald notes 
that in Wuchow there is a different 
period for different ages and sexes so 
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far as malaria is concerned. He says 
“The malarial microbe has attacked 
children and women mostly in the 
warm season; men in autumn and 
winter,” while Dr. MeCandliss in his 
report’ already referred to gives 
evidence that supports a theory held 
by many people, that while the 
mosquito may be, and unquestion- 
ably is, one of the bearers of 
malarial poison, it is not the only 
one, He tells of an outbreak 
of “a quotidian type of fever 
which did not readily yield to 
quinine,” and he thinks it possible 
that gnats were the cause, “There 
were,” he says, “innumerable little 
gnats, so small that the eye would 
scarcely notice them, until a severe 
itching would compel attention and 
the little black gnat would be found 
on some exposed part, but so very 
mobile that it was difficult to capture 
or kill. 10 or 20 of these little gnats 
would be found on the children’s bare 
legs at one time. ‘Those in Hong- 
kong who have good microscopes 
would do well to study this subject. 
L have found the anopheles under 
the 











mosquito curtains of Uwe 
foreigners in Hoihow who were 
suffering from marl fever this 
summer.” 


We have here a suggestion which 
is typical of our time, ‘the dis- 
covery of the many disease germs 
made possible by improvements in 
microscopic instrume ntsand methods, 
has led men to traer explanations of 
the means by which many of thee 
troublesome guests find admission to 
the body. Air-borne germs, and 
water-borne germs would, to the 
rough and ready knowledge of the 
past, have included many that are 
now known to be derived from animal 
sources, The rat, the cat, the gnat 
the mosquito, and the house-tly are 
all known as germ distributors of 
one sort and another. Against the 
rat it is now war to the knife in ail 
plague spots, while the suppression 
of the malarial mosquito means the 
opening up of vast areas of tropical 
land by white men’s enterprise.

Treaties are necessarily for the 
benefit of nations, rather than for indivi- 
duals or classes; ‘they cannot provide for 
the present only, but must. intelligently 
anticipate their own results; looked at 
in this light, ean there be any doubt as to 
the wisdom ‘of the policy which is at the 
back of the present negotiations? It is the 
avowed object of the Commercial Powers, 
and chielly of Great Britain, the 
United States, and Japan, to preserve the 
integrity of the Chinese smpire, to make 
it stand financially and politically upon 
solid foundations of its own; in the fur- 
therance of this policy every British mer- 
chant in China is directly concerned. If 
China is not advised and assisted in the 
matter of her finances; if she is not pro- 
vided, by some such scheme of indirect 
taxation as the present, with the funds 
required to meet her foreign debts; if 
her exports are not stimulated by’ re- 
moval of existing restrictions, and if her 
latent resources are left to native ini 
tive to develop, there can only be one end- 
ing to the situation. Left to themselves, 
the “hand to mouth, predatory instinets * 
of the unenlightened mandarinate will as- 
suredly provide funds for tho indemnity 
and its other needs along the line of the 
least direct resistance; the house tax is 
a failure, and native officialdom fears to 
increase direct taxation anywhere; there- 
fore it must be on trade, native and 
foreign, trade in transit and unable to 
assert its rights, that the burden will be 
laid. This is already being demonstrated 
throughout the provinces in the most un- 
mistakable manner, And what must. bo 
tho inevitable result? First, reduced ex- 
ports (since these are more exposed to the 
Tapacity of the barrier officials) and there- 
after, following an immutable lave, reduced 
imports; ever inereasing needs of the 
Government and its officials, with ever re- 
duced resources from which to supply 
them in the end, a weak and impoverish- 
ed country exposed to the tender mercies 
of unsatisfied bondholders on her borders. 
Let the reader study the history of com- 
economy in’ Japan and Morocco 
past thirty years, as instances of 
politi lom ‘and foily respectivel 
and he must realise that the above picture 
is by no means founded on incorrect as- 
sumptions or overdrawn. 

To conclude: the objectors to Sir James 
Mackay’s proposals may reasonably be 
divided into two classes.

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This book has been 
by all readers of Mr. Smith's two previous 
works; and when we say that it will, if 
possible, add to his reputation, both as 
writer and as an authority ‘on things 
Chinese, we have given the highest pra 
at our disposal. In one respect the bool: 
surpasses our expectations, We knew 
that we should have a vivid and intensely 
interesting story of the siege of the Lc 
tions, but Mr. Smith gives us much more 
than ‘that. These two handsome. volumes 
are a valuable record of the most extra- 
ordinary event in modern Chinese history. 
‘The causes of hostility to forcigners and to 
Christianity. the genesis and. progress of 
the Boxer movement, the siege of the 
Legations, Admiral Seymour's expedition, 
and the relief are all described. Mr Smith 
is too well xnown to necd any tribnte to 
his admirably Iucid and interesting style. 
x0 delightfully illuminated hy occasional 
flashes of dry humour. The history of 1900 
and the causes of the movement are full 
of controversial matter and possibilities 
for recrimination. But. although one can 
sometimes see beneath the surface of the 
writer's restraint a burning indig 
ho is to be congratulated on havin: 
touched all dangercits subjects with a lig! 
and cautious hand. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting question at the present moment 
is whether or not the Gorernment, and es- 
pecially the Empress Dowager, were guilty 
of complicity in the acts which shocked the 
whole civilised world. Mr. Smith docs 
not leave his opinion in doubt for a mo- 
rncnt; and his description of the angus 
lndy at the head of affairs may he aecepte t 
as probably very near the truth. He 
warns us in his preface that: “certain 
Imowledge in zegard to very important 
events, especially acts attributed to the 
Chinese Government. is unattainable.” 
‘What is certain is that treachery durine 
the siege proved that earnest assurenco: 
emanating from the highest quarters, 
niust never be accepted. There are well- 
meaning people who think that Chinose 
hostility to foreigners can be tuned into 
friendship. We would ask such persons 
to read Mr. Smith's opening chapters 
thoughtfully. He shows that the host 
lity is "natural and _ inevitable, 
and is not founded on sentiment. It 
must always he reckoned with and must 
never be lost sight of. When one read= 
of the terrible atrocitics of the Boxers and 
soldiers, not only on the persons of help- 
less foreigners—unarmed men and inno- 
cent women and children,— but, also. on 
their own people, it makes one fool that

foundly ignorant of the subjects under 
discussion, and of their own real interests.” 


‘Mr. Smith's chapters on missionary 
work, both Protestant and Roman Catho- 
Tie, will be read with interest, and deserve 
serious attention. ‘They are sensible, 
moderate, and frank. They make it clear 
that mistakes have been ‘and are being 
made, and that the Boxer rising was partly 
due to the irritstion caused by the results 
of wissionary work and missionary 
methods. It is necessary to add that he 
asserts that Christianity ix the one force 
which will lead to the regeneration of the 
country. Some will think that, if thi 
opinion is justified, the time of China's 
regeneration is exceedingly remote. and 
the futuro full of horrible possibilities ; 
especially as Mr. Smith us that “the 
development of Christianity in China will 
be, and must be marked by conflict.” 

























































The description of the siege of the Lega- 
tions is very graphic. One point, apt to 
he overlooked, is made very clear, and 
that is the cnormons amount of hard work 
and organisation that had to be done. The 
pluck of the fighters was no less con- 

picuous than the untiring devotion and 
industry of those who had less exciting 
but equally arduous tasks to perform. 
There was hard work for all. and the 
shirkers were few. Even the children 
made themselves useful in car 

bags. The excellent maps enable one to 
understand the scheme of defence; and 
that so large a space should have been <ne- 
cessfully defende:t by so few, howerer 
brave, throws a s ht on th 
temptible cowardice of their asa 
Altogether the story is one of which we 
may all bo proud: but it is to be hoped 
that its lescons will not he forgotten. as 
recent news from Peking gives good cause 
to fear.

The Great Temple. 


A terday to the “Great Temple” 
revealed “extensive perparations being 
made for the delectatiou, and incidentally 
for the ileecins, of the pilgrims who are 
beyinning to tlock here trom all quarters. 
This “Great Temple" (T’ai Miao) is tho 
rendezvous for all comers. Consequently 
hawkers of all kinds,  fortune-tellers, 
mountebanks, jugglers, puppet shows, 
pantomimes—i word every thinkable 
Catchpenny,—congregare here. The elam- 
our of drums, the serecch of reed pipes, 
the sharp clang of kangs, the shouti 
sereaming of voices, make a combination 
almost deafenings ‘The crowds of pilgrims 
wander around among theso confusing cle- 
ments, tramping up clouds of dust from 
the parched soil. 

‘Tho spacious temple grotinds are almost 
entirely covered with groves of stately ar- 
bor vitw, some of which have attained a 
cumference of ten feet. Few of the ouco 
stately buildings are in even tolerable re~ 
pair, and many of them aro leaking dread- 
fully, and others are tumbling to pieces. 
Most of the fine and extensive porches 
which lined the sides of the court in front 
of the main hall are quite fallen down, 
What becomes of the fiue timbers and the 
yellow tiles [have been unable to find out. 
‘On one oF two of the tall buildings tho tiles 
are piled in confused heaps, ready to crash 
to the ground in the first heavy storm that 
comes, It seems a pity that tliey could not 
in some way be saved.” There they lie, glit- 
tering in the sun, as bright as they wero 
when they were put ou, no-one knows how 
many years ago.

This is one of the things which will always 
xreck sich a school: another is that the 
yermanence of such undertakings is depen- 
lent on the continuance in office of the 
ndividual official who starts it. 
A Japanese School, 

T also hear that the Japanese are to 
tart a school here. They have had a man 
nin Huaianfu for some time. T 
usked a friend why he was willing to take 
he time and trouble and expense to study 
t language which almost no foreigners 
which cannot secure him a lu- 
position (the main incentive to the 
tudy of a foreign langage).

The House Tax. 


We received a notice the other day that 
we were to pay a monthly tax on our 
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rented house, and I supose 
on our other houses also, amounting to 15 
per cent of the monthly actual or estimat- 
ed rental. The Chines have received si- 
milar notices. ‘There is a lot of growling 
about it, and not a little ugly talk against 
foreigners as being responsible for it. 
‘That tax will make trouble yet. 


The Feeling in the Country. 

Thave just returned from a trip out to- 
ward tho sea, through a country which is 
ordinarily not the most settled. I have 
made the trip several times before, but ne- | 
ver had less reviling or trouble in general. | 
The district is overrun with robbers but 
we were not interfered with. 


A Secret Society. 

Lam strongly impressed with the rapid 
way the Anuch'ing secret society is spread- 
ing over this end of the province. The 
number is rapidly increasing and they are 
Leocming moro Jawless and daring all tho 
time. Only the other day a farmer, liv- 
ing 4 miles from town, was carried off and 
mado to pay quite a ransom before he was 
released. Unless the officials speedily tako 
steps to hold these people in check there 
will be serious trouble before long. The 
magistrates in this Fu seem to be weak 
men and afraid to handle the matter and, 
in the usual Chinese way, are letting it go, 
hoping something may turn up to stop it. 


The Receding Sea. 

Tho country between this city and the 
sea, a distancé of about 150 miles, is as 
level as a floor; the sea is receding all the 
time or the land rising. There is a temple 
in this city called the Hai Seng Miao. The 
sea is said to have covered the ground 
where it stands in the ‘T'ang Dynasty. 


A Natural Fertiliser. 

An interesting thing through the East 
country is to sce tho people digging a na- 
tural fertiliser from the ground. ‘The soil 
for a depth ranging from to 3 to 8 feet is 
sandy, as is all the soil lying along the old 
Yellow River. Below this top soil there is 
a clearly marked stratum of bluish black 
clay, about 24 feet thick, which bleaches 
considerably on continued exposure to the 
airand sun. — This layer is dug up and is 
spread over the soil to a depth of 4 or 5 
inches. It is as good a fertiliser as ma- 
nure, though more of it has to be used, is 
much cheaper, is free from all trash and 
seeds, and the supply seems almost inex- 
haustible. I found in it disintegrating sea 
shells. It is ovidently the remains of the 
vegetable growths, shells, ete., of the 
swamp lands left by the receding sea. The 
sea coast now is covered with just such 
eramps. Being near the sea the Yellow 
River was evidently allowed a wide range, 
and gradually covered this sea weed and 
mud over with its own sand deposit, and 
after hundreds of years it has become con- 
verted into good fertilising material. The 
chemist of the expedition brought some of 
the clay homo to analyse it. I have not 
yet heard the result.

The Dutch Peace Proposals. 

Everyone in this country is delighted 
with the Marquis of Lansdowne’s reply to 
the Dutch Peace Proposals. Even the

The Prime Minister pointed out that the 
Boer delegates had denounced the ac- 
tion of the government as absurd, and 
hinted pretty clearly that he concurred in 
that opini fe suggested that Dr. de 
Kuyper had been made the tool of the 
English Pro-Boers, and went on to urge 
that no sentimental considerations of 
magnanimity to a fillen foe must be 
allowed to influence the South African 
settlement. That settlement must he one 
which will give us security, which will 
advance the interests of the Empire and 
destroy the machinations of its enemies. 


Not Wholly Futile. 

But there is ground for hope that the 
Dutch proposi's will be not wholly with 
effect in hastening the end of the hestili- 
ties, though the effect will be produced in 
quite a different way from that intended 
by those by whom de Kuyper was inspired. 
Tt was announced in the House of Commons 
last night that the “‘aide-mémoire ” of the 
Dutch Minister and Lord Lansdowne’s 
dispatch in reply have been mailed to Lord 
Milner, and that Lord Kitchener will be 
instructed to communicate the correspond- 
ence to the Boer leaders. If they have 
still any lingering hope of foreign interven- 
tion or of wavering on the part of the 





































British Government, this correspondence 
will surely dispel it. ’ Meanwhile the wear- 
ing down or extermination process which 
Lord Kitchener is carrying on has been 
making excellent progress of Iate. The block- 
house system is working admirably, and 
the number of surrendered and captured 
Boers who voluntecr to fight on our side 
against their brethren who are so wantonly 
prolonging the war is daily increasing. A 
question has been raised as to how far 
these men are to be trusted, bub we may 
have perfect confidence in Lord Kitchener's 
judgment in regard to their employment. 


The Remounts Scandal. 

A. less pleasing aspect of the war has 
occupied a good deal of attention this 
week. This is the remounts scandal, to 
which Sir John Blundell Maple was the 
st to call public attention. ‘The commit. 
tee appointed to inquire into that scandal 
produced a report which has earned them 
the description of a“ white-washing com- 
mittee,” and Mr. Brodrick and his col- 
leagues have also committed the error of 
attempting to minimise the scandal. It is 
not denied that the remounts for the 
Yeomanry which were purchased in Hung- 
ary for £44,000 cost the country £110,000, 
some £56,000 being thus wasted in com- 
missions aud prc middlemen. Captain 
Hartigan, who has {since been employed in 
the Army Veterinary Department at Alder- 
shot, admits, and says he never concealed 
the fact, that he obtained a commission 
‘on these purchases; and yesterday Mr. 
Brodrick had to announce that—seemingly 
only after pressure—the War Office had 
resolved to dispense with Captain Harti- 
gan's services, Into the culpability of 
other army officers and employees there is 
to bea further inquiry. If this were an 
isolated case it would not attract much 
attention; but when we find that a cold- 
storage company has made a profit of 
a million pounds out of Government 
contracts ina few months, we cannot help 
concluding that the War Office has allowed 
itself to be shamefully plundered.

bot know who heis. He is a stranger to 
Shanghai. 

‘Mr. Krwsear:—He is Mr. Ellam. 

Mr. CasPBELL:—I beg yout pardoo, what 
is the gentleman’s name? 

Mr. Kosxrar :—Mr. Ellam. 

Mr. Caxpnett:—Well, he says we are 


rushing the Council, and I must say that 
our intention is not to rush the Council at 
all, We only ask them to examine this 
scheme, and if the conditions are such as 
satisfy'them, togive usa license. All we ask 
them to do by the amendment is to examine 
our scheme and see if they can accept 
it or not; and as for saying that our 
scheme should not be examined before 
the limit of time given to the tram- 
way scheme, I do not think that is 
quite reasonable, for this reason, that the 
tramway people have’ had a scheme before 
the community for a long time, while we are 
ite new in the field. ‘They have made up 
their minds to do certain things and charge 
certain fares; but I am perfectly certain 
that nobody can say that any tramway 
scheme can be placed on the ratepayers 
with 60 little pecuniary burden as the 
motor-car scheme, and to Say now that we are 
not to be heard before the stramway scheme 
is decided, I say is not fair,—I beg your 
pardon, I will not say not fair, but not rea- 
sonable. Tt is not reasonable when we have 
Drought forward this idea that we should 
be told, “You must not expect an answer 
until the Council have had your scheme 
before them for three months.” I thi 
‘we are entitled to ask to have it done with 
now, aud to have it kept open until the 
B0tK June T do not think reasonable; and 
Fratlemen, on the grounds put before you 
trust that the majority of you will vote in 
favour of the amendment (applause). 

Mr. FEARON rose. 

Mr. CAMPLELL :—Is Mr. Fearon in order? 

The Cuarman:—I think not. It was by 
fhe special grace of the mecting that 3Ir 
Campbell was allowed to reply. 

Mr. Feanoy:—Well, the meeting will 
allow me to reply as well as the mover of 
the amendment. 

The CaarMax:—T thivk I can hardly 
put it to the meeting. It isnot #1 order for 
‘one who has already spoken to reply unless 
leave is given, and ‘that is not_given except 
in specially cticumstances, as for instance to 
the mover of a resolution in answer to 
observations made upon it, or when say one’s 
conduct has been called in’ question. 

Mr. Feanon:—That is precisely what has 
been done, and besides there are some other 
points. 

‘The Cuamwax:—There has been no 
reflection made on you, Mr. Fearon, I ain 
sure I would like very much to hear you, 
and I dare say so would the meeting, but I 
fear it would not be in order. 

‘Mr. ELLAM rose. 


The CuAmMax:—And Mr. Ellam, I am 
sorry I cannot hear you. The reply of Mr. 
Campbell was a reply that was called. for by 
the discussion on his amendment, and leaveto 
reply was given him by special erace of the 
meeting, and I'am afraid my ruling with re- 
gard to Mr. Fearon must apply to you as 
well. Does any other gentleman wish to 
speak to this amendment 

Mr. J. BucwaNax :—If T am right in 
understanding that Mr. Campbell is asking 
the Council to accept his proposal before 

































the tenders for the tramways come in, J am 
afraid I must vote against the amendment. 
‘Mr. E. S. Lrrree:—Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen, as an ordinary ratepayer and 
one without any technical knowledge 
or experience, I wish to say that our 
one great desire in passing the tramway 
scheme was to provide some means of! 
rapid transit between different parts of 
the Settlement; andas this motor-ear scheme 
has now been’ introduced it seems to me 
that it would be well for the Council and 
for us if they would carefully consider it or 
any new scheme that may be suggested. 
Ishall vote in favour of the amendment; 
while not supporting the tramway scheme 
unreservedly I voted for it because it was 
the only scheme suggested, and whether 
this motor scheme is @ better scheme or not 
itis impossible for me or others to decide of 
hand. But this I realise, that we are livin 
in an age of advance and progress, an 
anyone who reads the papers knows that by 
ineans of Edison’s improvements, it is possi 
ble to do away with overhead wires and drive 
tramways by the aid of his self-contained 
generators. Supposing such a scheme as the 
introduction of these generators here were 
possible, would it not be feasible for the 
Council’ to take it into consideration? T 
think so, and I think if Mr. Campbell's 
scheme is a better one than the tramway 
scheme, there ought not to be any trouble 
about it. Why not, at any rate, give it a 
trial? It can be put into immediate opera- 
tion, and how long it would take to do the 
same with tramways I know not. If the 
scheme turns out a failure, why, let us have 
some other scheme; but in the meantime 
Tshall vote in favour of the amendment, 
and if it fails, I shall vote for the original 
Resolution because we are badly in want of| 
some means of rapid transit in Shanghs 


‘The CHarrMan:—Does any other gentle- 
man wish to speak to the Resolution ? 

Mr. W. V. Dromao: 
me that the proposition made 
Campbell and seconded by Mr. Stokes is an 
entirely new one, and in this hall it is 
diffienlt indeed to give any careful con- 
sideration to new matter brought before the 
vers. The feeling with regard to 

has varied in’ different stages. 
Stokes has described the mental 
mnastics which he has performed with 
regard to the matter, and we are notall in the 
same position. Some of us may be in the 
position in which Mr. Stokes started, and 
in which he was op] to tramways and 
also to motors. The Council has loyal. 
¥ accepted the mandate from the rate 
ers and feels hound to carry it out, bit I 
think Mr. Xiunear has 
exaggerated the position of danger in 
which the community will rest if, 
they accept this amendment, and of 
which the members of the Council com- 
ain,—the possible refusal of companies at 
home to submit any more tenders if the 
tramway scheme is not now accepted. It 
appears to me that although this community 
has voted in favour of tramways and chang- 
ed its mind since then, that fact ought not 
to be considered as binding the ratepayers 
to the Resolution kere. Take it that al- 
though certain mercantile men at home 
may have gone to some expense of labour 
and money and time to prepare the esti- 
mates and tenders for the tramways, they 
did it with a full knowledge of the circun 
stances and were aware that a decision 
of the ratepayers in favour of tramways 
might be refused at any time. The 
adoption of tramways, from any point 
of 4s a serious consideration. It 
nec: sing down of lines, 
which, if the tramways fail, wil 
to be taken up again, 
tramways would not be an advantage to the 
community but the reverse. We cannot 
escape from that position.I_havein my mind

Soochow Creek. A meeting of ratepavers 
was called, the Council was instructed to 





proceed in the matter, plans and specifica 
tions were obtained and a very large sum was 
spent by people in preparation for this 
undertaking, and then a meetiug of rate- 
payers was called, at which it was shown 
that this bridge was not necessary and the 
wholething'was abandoned. Now, sir,thatisa 
very distinct precedentin my mind and shows 
the necessity for caution in these matters of 
public works. The question of tramways is 
of such great importance to the immediate 
welfare of this community that I consider 
the matter had better be adjourned until 
the whole of the facts can be placed before 
the ratepayers. It had better be adjourned 
for a week or so in order that everybody 
may have an opportunity of considering the 
whole thing at leisure and then giving a 
careful opinion about it. Ifthat were done 
it would be a good step on the part 
of the ratepayers, and therefore, what 
I suggest is tuut the decision of the rate- 
payers be adjourned to say this day week, 
The Cratrwan:—Will you then move 
as a further amendment, Mr. Drummond, 
that the consideration of the Resolution 
be adjourned to the day ‘you name? If 
someone seconds it, it will be an amendment. 
that Ican put to the meeting. At the pre- 
sent moment it stands simply as a sugges- 
tion. 

Mr. DrumMoxp:—I will leave it to the 
sense of the meeting.

Mr. R. W. Lrrrur.—Mr. Chairman and 
entlemen, with tho permissiyn of the 

thair and of the Council, I propose to 
add to this Resolution, after the word 
“oxpennea,” the words “in 80 far as 
paid from public funds.” T will explain 
shortly why I propose to add these words. 
‘The proposal has been before the ratepayers 
for some time, and I believe there 
number of people who are in fay 
being carried out, not’ only as a sanitary 
measure but as oue which, I may say, is 
absolutely necessary to the well-being of 
thiscommunity. It is not at all pleasant 
that we should have a big open sewer like 
the Yang-king-) ing the 
Settlements; and if this proposal is carried 
out it will not only relieve us of the sewer, 
but give us what we really want, a wide 
and excellent road into the Western dis- 
trict.

200,000, of which the French 
Council is pre to pay h Of course 
it is not all fresh expense. ‘The Yang-king- 





ng, a8 you will see in the report, mist be 
Bredged, ‘and you all know that when you 
once begin work like dredging you have’ no 
idea how far you will have to go. The 
‘words that I propose to. add to the Resolu- 
tion I propose to add for this reason. It is 
very certain that if the Yang-king-pang is 
culverted the land on either side will be very 
much increased in value; and it is only fair 
that the owners of that land should be 
called upon to contribute to the expense. 
‘Tho principle has already been carried out 
in the case of three or four roads in which 
the owners of contiguous property have con- 
tributed to the expense of improvements 
that have been effected; and it is only fair 
that the land-owners along the Yang-king- 

ang should contribute in this instance. 
Rherefore I propose to put in these words 
which will make the Resolution read :— 

“That in the opinion of this meeting it is 
desirable that the Municipal Council should 
consider the question of culverting the 
Yang-king-pang Creek, acting in conjunc- 
tion and dividing the expenses, in so far as 

id from public funds, with the French 
Municipal Council.” 

AsI understand, the matter has been 
vefore the Council for a good while, and 
really, it has been want of funds more than 
anything else which prevented the work 
being catried out before this. This Resolu- | 
tion is not one instructing the Council to do} 
the work, but merely drawing their atten- 
tion to it, as au undertaking that is cons 
dered desirable by the ratepayers; and it 
will strengthen the bands of the Council if} 
you now express the opinion by voting for 








the Resolution that the work is one which 
it is desirable to do. 

‘Mr. H. P. Wrterxsos:—Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen, it not only gives me very 
great pleasure, but I sm proud to have been 
asked to second this Resolution of Mr. 
Little's, because it deals with a matter 
which, year after year, will become more 
and more pressing as the Settlement grows. 
Tt seems to me that the only posi 
there is for discussion in connection with 
the Resolution is a question of detail, and 
that we can safely leave in the hands of 
the Council; and the only other matter as 
to which there might be any mistake 
bas been now, with your tacit consent, 
amended by ' the proposer of the 
Resolution himself." ‘The Resolution 
is one which, if you pass it, only authorises 
the Council to ‘consider what steps may be 
taken towards effective action, in conjune- 
tion with the French Municipal Council, 
for the culverting of the Yang-king-pang 
Creek. Ifthe Resolution had been passed asor- 
-iginally drafted, the landowners and house- 
holders on cach side of the Yang-king-pang 
might have said: “You want it culverted, 
but we would rather like to have you leave 
it as it isand we will pay nothing towards 
the expense.” We all know that if it is 
culverted in the way contemplated, it will] 
add considerably to the money value of that 
property. We hear a great de 

reathing spaces for growing Shanghai and 
the difficalty of providing them ; but here ix 
a place where we might have'a very fine 
‘open space, maybe with paving stones be- 
neath it instead of grass, but none tho less 
desirable on that account; and if we pass 
this Resolution as it stands amended 
by the proposer T think we will be in a 
very fair way to having what we are 
unable to have anywhere else in 
Shanghai without a vast expenditure of 
money, namely, a street worthy of the size 
and importance to which this City has 
tlemen, Isecond the Resolution. 
HHATRMAN :—Gentlemen, it is pro-

P. Wilkinson, “That in the opinion 
of this meeting it is desirable that the 
Municipal Council should consider the 
question of culverting the Yang-king-pan, 
creek acting in conjunction and dividiug the 
expenses, in so far as paid from public 
funds, with the French Municipal Council.’ 


Mr. W. V. Drowmoxp:—Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen, I propose to vote against 
this Resolution, and I may as well, ina few 
words, state the reason why. In the first 
place, it seems to me, although of course it 
is not so intended, that the language of the 
Resolution implies a censure on the Council 
themselves. It asks the Council to consider 
this matter, and surely, having euch a 
matter before them for so long, it is only fair 
to assume that they have already considered 
it and are still considering it very carefully 
without being asked by the ratepayers to do 
so. If, therefore, this Resolution means 
anything at all, it must mean that the 
ratepayers present practically approve of 
this scheme and ask the Council not only to 
consider it, but to carry it out. If not that, 
the Resolution is utterly colourless and has 
no meaning at all. ‘The question then 
is, whether we should ask the Cow 
to take into consideration a question 
of great local importance, which undoubted- 
ly they would do without being asked 
at all, That is what occurs to 
me in connection with the matter. With 
reference to the question itself, it is one 
on which we should have a great deal of, 
expert opinion before doing anything. One 
of the most davgerous things we could do 
in a place like Shanghai is to have covered 
drains. (Hear, hear.) ‘The fewer we have of | 
them the better. Almost every drain, great 
or small, in a place like this, where there is 
practically no fall, is more or less a trap for 
typhoid fever and other «liseases ; and there- 
fore I cannot but think that the utmost 
cantion should be observed before we 
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reat, big, open sewer, the Yang- 
king-pang Creek. No doubt it would add to 
the value of property close by, but that is a 
consideration of very small interest to the 
ratepayers present except those ot them 
who may own some of tho property in 
question. But it is not a matter which 
concerns the great body of ratepayers at 
large. It would add to the roads of the 
Settlement, no doubt, if the Creek were 
culverted, and from thet point of view it 
might be worth something to do it; but 
not if that benefit were to be bought at 
the cost of additional danger to the health 
of these Settlements. We have had terrible 
warnings before us of the results of an epi- 
demic like plague in Hongkong and other 
places; and there is a good deal of evidence 
and a general opinion that the places where 
the pligue starts ‘and continues are the 
laces that have a hot summer and very 
high buildings and narrow streets, where 
the sun cannot penetrate to the ground at 
any portion of the day. ‘That is one of tho 


warnings that we have had, aud I think that 
that, coupled with other warnings of the 
reat danger arising from covered drains, 


i 


leficient in flushing and fall, should make 
us act cautious) 


‘and if we go with our 
eyes open into a danger of that sort wo shall 
be doing something that is anything but 
wise. I do not think, therefore, that the 
advantages of the scheme compensate for 
the dangers it would e ug to; but 1 
should not express any opinion one way or 
the other until the Council have collect- 
ted a good deal of expert opinion from the 
Health Officer and other sources, which I 
am sure they will do without being asked by 
the ratepayers; and therefore it seems to 
me the Resolution is an undesirable one in 
the interests of the ratepayers. 


Mr. E. A. Prozsr:—Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen, we have heard fromthe proposer 
‘and seconder of the Resolution their reasons 
for desiring to culvert the Yang-king-pang 
Creek, and on the other hand, we have 
sound reasons against it propounded by Mr. 
Drummond. In this particular matter T 
propose to supplement Mr. Drummond's 
Temarks in opposition to the Resolution, 
He has touched upon the insanitary aspect 








| of the scheme and I think he has spoken to 


the point there, for a short paragraph on 
the Yang-king-pang in the report of the 
Health Officer says it is better for us to 
havean open sewer than a closed one, and 
with that I agree. ‘This Yang-king-pang 
Creek is one of the main arteries of these 
Settlements. Ifyou cover it up and make 
road of it you will throw an enormous 
amount of ailditional trailic on the River 
frontage and a largely increased burden on 
he already congested jetties. The Yang- 
ing-pang has beet tho means of 
discharging cargo, and if you do away with 
it now f maintain you will gain no benefit 
but the reverse. 














Twould take it as a back- 
ward step compared with what all other 
countries are doing now. Wherever 
traffic is congested they are making addi- 
tional canals, not filling up existing ones, 
and although the Yang-king-paug is not 
canal, itis a waterway and au important 
one. Why it should be a sewer I do not 
know, but unfortunately the fact remains 
that it is. There is no reason for it 
to bo a sewer; and this Yang- 
King-pang Creek, I may be corrected 
in my remarks if I am wrong, has never 
had any money spent on it since 1886. 
It is not essential that it should be a sewer. 
‘The last expenditure ou it was in November, 
1886 and the work was completed in 1837 at 
a total cost of Tls. 3,331, which was divided 
between this Council’ and the French 
Council. This is a small item spread 
over 11 years, and I do not think there 
is any reason for us to be stingy in the 
matter of improvement from a sanitary 
point of view. Looking at the cost’ of cul- 
yerting this Creek, Tls. 200,000, surely if 
the Settlement is to be taxed to that extent 
it can afford a small annual expenditure for 























take any step towards covering this 


the improvement of the Creek. I shall vote 
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against this Resolution, and J think a small 
stm spent annually on dredsing or bunding 
might very well improve the Yang-k 
pang Creék sufficiently for all py 
purposes. 

‘Mr. J. BoonANAN -—A profit may come 
toownersoflandon the ereek in ten or twelve 
years; but there would be an immediate 
Joss. ‘There are a number of Chinese hotels 
there which would suffer heavy loss from 
the creek being culverted. 

‘Mr. Krssear :—Mr. Chairman and gen- 
tlemen, thereis very little, I might almost say 
nothing in the Resolution before the meet- 
ing for the Council to respond to. In fact 
as Mr. Drummond has said, it is simp 
asking us to do what we have already done. 
This very question was brought before the 
Council and discussed at their meetings, and 
the balance of opinion of those meetings 
was that it would be unwise to do what we 
are now asked to do. In the first place 
we would not contemplate the spending of 
this large sum of money unless we got assist- 
ance from the landowners on either side. 
We did make one of two enquiries of them, 
and the reply was that we might expect 
nothing, and as far as I am concerned [ 
think the land-owners were wise. It is 
quite possible that if the Creek were culvert- 
@d, the houses for a short distance from 
the Bund along its banks might be bene- 
fitted by having a fine broad road 
in front of them; but when you come to 
consider the Chinese houses further up, you 
will find that the value of them depends 
mainly on the Creek itself. It is a place 
used on either side as a wharf, and cargo of 
all sorts and kinds is taken there by boat 
from otber parts of the Settlement and from 
up-country and discharged, and on_ this 
depends the value of the houses there. 
Coming to the sanitary point of view we 
are naturally of the opinion of what 
our expert tells us. Dr. Stanley, an 
officer in whom the Council has the very 
fullest confidence, is not in favour of the 
scheme. I have seen him and he authorises 
‘me to say that the sanitation of the Settle- 
ment would not benefit by it; but that, of 
course, is a matter for you to judge ‘for 
yourselves, As regards the motion being 
carried or not, it is a matter of perfect 
indifference to the Council. Tf it is earried 
we will go rather more deeply into the 
matter than we did before; but unless you 
‘pressly tell us to spend this two hun- 
dred or two hundred and fifty thousand 
tacls, we will not do it without com- 
ing to the ratepayers again. If we are go- 
ing to spend such an enormous sum of 
money there are many things here which 
require attention more than the Nang-king- 

ang, and to which we could more usefully 

levote it. There are roads to be made and 
extended and improved, a work which 
every year will prove more difficult. The 
Creek, as it is, is washed out at least twice a 
day by the tide and with a little bunding 
and dredging it would be scoured even 
better than it isat present. Ido not think 
there is anything more to be said from 
the Council’s point of view. The money 
involved is your own money and if you wish 
us to spend it in this way we will do so, but 
T do not think it would be wise or necessary. 

‘Mr. Lirrie having obtained the assent 
of the meeting to a reply, said:—I will 
only detain the meeting for a minute or two 
longer. What we really intended by the 
Resolution was to get an expression of 
opinion from the ratepayers that this 
work should be done and so strengthen 
the hands of the Council by sayin; 
they should do it, As to cove 
drains; as a matrer of fact, the Yang ing. 

wang culverted would not be a drain at all, 
Eatsvould remain a creck covered br a cou 
tinoug bridge the whole way and with opeu 
mouths at either end.

As 
boat traffic is concerned, it is a_cul-lesac. 
As to the sunitary aspect of the matter; 
a good deal has been anade of Dr. 
Stanley's report, but_you must remember 
that the Health Officers of the French 
Municipality, whose opinions certainly are 
worthy of great respect, are decidedly of 
opinion that the Creck as it is is a 
great menace to the health of the French 
Settlement. Mr. Probst pointed out that 
there was very little money spent on the 
Yang-king-paug, and for avery good reason, 
the French Council having refused to spend. 
any more on it whileit remains as it is. I 
really do not think it is necessary for me 
to say anything more. ‘The Resolution is 
put before the meeting in order to obtain 
an expression of opinion that the 
Council ought to take the matter up, for by 
covering in the Yang-king-pang they would 
get_a fine wide road, which is badly needed, 
without any expense whatever, which I 
think is a very strong argument in favour 
of the Resolution.

Mrs. Archibald Little and other eompas- 
sionate ladies,some of whom I am glad to seo 
present hero to-day, took up the uestion 
with vigour and brought it to the point 
which it has reached to-day. It was not 
that the lay communities lacked pity for 
the sufferings of the little folks; the bitter 
cry of the girl-children of China would 
have touched their hearts too if they had 
heard it; but so little social intereourso 
is there between foreign and Chineso 
families that the lalies at the treaty 

jorts of China did not realise the actual 
Erutality that was. boing done daily 
and hourly in the service of the Moloch 
Fashion; while the missionary ladies in tho 
interior had it constantly before their eyes. 
No ono with any feelings of humanity.can 
beapatheticwhen it is once understood what 
foothinding really means; and even those 
who hold aloof on the ples that we have 
no right to interfere with the social customs 
of the Chinese must acknowledg 
have a right to try persuasion; and when 
we find an intensely patriotic’ statesman 
like the Viceroy Chang Chih-tung interest- 
ing himself so f tract him- 

fully persuade 
ourselves that there is no impertinence in 
our action. I need not occupy your time 
by alluding to the work of the Society 
during the past year ; you will hear all that 
in the exhaustive report of the ny 
Secretar h I propose immediately to 
read to you. The great event of the year 
for the Society has been the recent issue 
by the Empress Dowager of an edict 
discouraging the practice of footbinding. 
We must not make too much of this, 
because the de facto ruler of China, master 
ful as she is, has not felt herself powerful 
enough to forbid the practice. She knows 
that even an absolute monarchs edict is 
inferior in power to a decree of fashion. 
But we welcome her edict because it must 
have a good influence on the minds of 
officials all over China who may have beon

unknown. Twill now with your permis. 
sion read you the Secretary's Report and 
that of the Treasure: 

The work of the T. T. H. has not pro- 
gressed very rapidly during tho past year, 
and there is little to report with regard 
to the Society. This has of courso been 
mainly owing to the political state of tho 
country. Many missionaries havo been 
obliged to leave their stations and the de- 
mand for literature has consequently been 
very small. 

We have sent out only 20,000 tracts 
this year, against. 100,000 last year, and 
66,000 the preceding year, a very great 
difference in numbers, which, I hopo, will 
bo made up for in the coming year. 

Nevertheless tho Society has not beon 
standing still. The method for distribut- 
ing tho literaturo has been reorganised. 
Tho Society for the Diffusion of Christian 
Knowledge has now kindly undertaken to 
do it for us in return for a grant, and 
orders may be sent to them. ‘This year, 
however, tho grant is waived on account 
of tho servico rendered to the 8. D. C. K. 
by Mrs. Little, who gave a lecture in 
Liverpool beforo tho Geographical Society 
there, and was the instrument of forming 
a branch of tho S. D. C. K. in that place. 
All tracts are sent away gratis, and there 
will bo no expenses whatever for mission- 
aries and others, if they will only distri- 
bute them for us. 

Wo are always glad to receivo new 
tracts if any one will write thom, and also 
we would welcome any opportunity of in- 
serting paragraphs of news about tho 
Society in the missionary journals. We 
hope our friends will send us information, 
adverse or otherwise, as to how the work 
of anti-footbinding is progressing in tho 
places under their notice. 

Our list of publications has boon 
brought up to date. Pastor Kranz's tract 
has been reprinted. Mrs, Little’s Account 
of the Society has been printed in bole 
form with illustrations. Dr. Kilborn has 
written a medical tract on tho physical 
evils of footbinding, and this also has beon 
printed. A Réntgen Ray sheet illustrate 
ing a natural and bound foot has been 
added to tho list of publications. 

And now as regards meetings of the 
Tien Tsu Hui during the past year. I am 
sorry to say that there havo been no public 
meetings at all, and this also has been 
mainly due to tho political state of the 
country. ‘The Chinese have not cared to 
be brought. forward in connection with 
any reform morement. The native Societ} 
here, however, under Mrs. Woo, has still 
held its monthly meetings. and the reports 
aro very encouraging. The Society has 
now over 50 names on their books, but 
many moro than that number have un- 
bound their feet. They aro afraid in many 
cases to put down their names as they do 
not understand the moaning of tho 
Society. Mrs. Woo tells us that in ono 
family, the members of which are 
heathens, the mother had unbound her 
own and her children’s fect, and that many 
of her relatives had followed her example. 

An interesting letter was received from 
Mrs. Venable, Kashing, Chekiang Pro- 
vince, in which she says that tho daughter- 
inlaw of tho Viceroy of Kuangtung is 
anxious to start a Society the: She 
herself has unbound feet, and also her 
icur daughters, and she knows of mapy 
native ladies who are in sympxtay wich 
the movement. Mrs. Venable also writes 
that the Magistrato is much interested 
and expressed himself heartily in favour 
of having a Society in Kashing, so we may 
soon hope to hear of work done in that 
district. 

From Wuhu and other ports up the 
‘Yangtze the news is not encouraging, tha 
floods and consequent distress have pro- 
vented any interest being taken in the 
Society. Mrs, Nevius writes from Chefoo 
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that they have had to seep as quiet as 
possible there since the trouble, but be- 
fore that time they were beginning work 
amongst the outside people with some 
success, their native converts having 
alroady given in their adhesion to the anti= 
footbinding movement, and there wero 
very few Women and girls amongst. them 
with bound feet, The following extract 
from her letter may be of interest: —“ In 
making their escape from places of danger, 
several of our women and girls were 
obliged to wear the small shoes and simu- 
Iate bound fect. The same thing happened 
in Manchuria in at least one caso, 
probably in many. But they were all glad 
zo clunge back to the large shoes as soon 
as they were in safety, and did not in- 
dicate in the least a reversion to the old 
ideal. It docs, however, bear a little on 
the arguments which we have perhaps 
made too much of, that unbound fect 
would make eseapo casicr in time of 
danger. Such was not the case during the 
last’ troubles, But that does not aifeet 
the general question in the least.” 

From Soochow we hear that.a good deal 
of literature has been received and asked 
for, and that, a distinet interest. is, 
in the Society by tho women of the higher 




















classes. there, “The following incidents 
show how things are  tending:—Mrs. 
Fearn of Soochow was recently called in 





medically to sce the child of a high ex- 
official, and noticing a little girl of nine or 
fon in'the room remarked that her feet 
had not been bound. ‘The reply given was 
that. the feet were not to he bound: it 
was intended that the girl should be given 
Western education and it was hoped 
would marry a man educated in the samo 
way. Another instance Mrs. Fearn men- 
dione. After a mecting held in connection 
with the proposed school for girls in Soo- 
chow, and largely attended by the natives 
of the city, the wife of a man well 

jown to er asked to speak with her. 
She expressed herself _as much distressed 
that her little girl would be obliged to 
have her feet hound or she could not et 
married, unless Mrs. Fearn would consent 
ty an idea that suggested itself, namely 
take and educate her little. girl and 
hetroth her to a foreizn hoy. When shown 
the impossibility of snch a plan she was 
xreatly distressed, but it was pointed out 
to her that more and more would there 
Iw demand amongst men in China for 
educated wives, so that there were hopes 
that her ehild if educated would, even with 
unhound fect, find a hushand. 

From Newehwang the Secretary writes 
that she has heen advised not to attempt 
\y work there at present. 

Work has also been at a standst 
Tiontsin, but_a meeting was held on the

Miss Melvin :— I would like to say one 
word about the state of things in Szechu- 
en. have just returned from a trip to 
that province, where I had the pleasure of 
attending the conference of the Methodist 
missionaries, I can assure you the feeling 
in favour of anti-foot-binding is very 
strong. The license of an old Chinese pas- 
tor unless his wife unbound her feet, and 
the license of a young pastor was refused 
becauso he was engaged to be married to a 
young lady whose feet were bound. Theso 
rulings of the native Methodist Church in 
Srechuen do much for the good work. 

Mrs. Richard seconded the motion for 
the election of the Committee and it was 
carried unanimously. 

Dr. Young J. Allen:—Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, T have been asked to be present 
on this occasion and make a few remarks 
and I have very great pleasure in doing 
so. I must, in the first place, congratulate 
the Society on its progress and prospects. 
A few years ago I remember receiving a 
couple of letters from two of the lineal 
deseendants of the sage Confucius, one 
































of whom was in Peking at the time and 
wrote to me from there, and the other liv- 
ing in Shantung at the ancestral home of 
the Kung family. Both were concerned 
about Chinese problems; the first was a 
political letter dwelling on the best way 
of regulating international intercourse and 
dealing with foreigners. He wanted to re- 
legate all foreigners to one treaty port and 
confine them there. Tho second letter 
dealt with social questions, particularly 
foot-binding. Special reference was 
made to your Society and to 
articles written and published hy 
foreign ladies and others on the sub- 
ject. He was projecting a volume, com- 
pilation, otc., on that subject. The troubles 
soon intervening, no more was heard of 
him or his work. However, this letter was 
published in both Chinese and English, and 
gave no little encouragement to the nas- 
cont sentiment: in favour of the objects of 
your Society, the name of which is already 
well-known in high Chinese circles far and 
wide. T also learn from Chinese scholars 
that public opinion is beginning to take 
hold of the subject, and oxpress itself not 
only in private conversation, but in arti- 
cles, editorials, etc., in the vernacular 
Press. The recent Edict of the Empress 
Dowager is also cited by the Chinese as in- 
dicating progress along the lines of your 
Society. ‘The Manchus do not bind their 
feot ; hence in her decree permitting inter-, 
martiago between the Manchus and Chi- 
nese the natural foot is commended—per- 
haps we might say prescribed, at least to 
those contemplating marriage with tho 
Manchus. Once before, the Court took 
knowledge of tho Chinese custom, and 
wished to make them accept the unbound 
foot as a badge of subjection to the Tar- 
tars. But tho women indignantly reject- 
ed the proffered deliverance, preferring to 
enduro the pain and disabilities of the 
bound foot. rather than submit to the hu- 
miliation of wearing a badge of subjection 
to the conquerors of their country. And 
so it happened that while tho men accept- 
ed the situation and now wear the queue 
and ma kwa, or riding jacket, as an out- 
ward token of their submission to the Tar- 
tars, and can hardly be distinguished from 
them, the women still persist in their an- 
cient custom, by which they are easily dis- 
criminated from their Manchu sisters. It 
remains therefore to bo seen whether the 
recent decree of the Empress Dowager will 
have any general effect, beyond 
the immediate circle of those affected 
by intermarriage. That the objects of 
your Society are perfectly feasible, I fully 
believe ; and it is certainly a most’ beau! 
ful and touching sight to see the unselfish 
and sympathetic interest vou are taking 
in tho relief and comfort of your distressed 
sisters in. Chi kindness, 
such devotion, kinship of feeling, ac- 
companied with a personal illustration of 
the beauty and blessing of natural feet, 
will do more to commend and give suc- 
cess to your cause than all the Edicts of 
the Dowager Empress. Another way to 
commend and extend the influence of sour 
Society would be by the encouragement of 
female education. That, I consider the 
root of the whole matter; and while it 
may not be set before your Society as one 
of its aims, it is competent for your 
Society to give encouragement and in- 
jon to a movement which has for its 
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object 
but the intellectual emancipation and en- 
franchisement of the womanhood of Chin: 
This is the more important just now be- 
cause the Gorernment decrees on the sub- 
ject of education altogether ignore the 
women of the nation. Missionaries have 
done much, and are preparing to do still 
more, but no other friends are given such 
an opportunity and such facilities for a 
noble service as are now presented to you 














and through you to the ladies of Shangh: 
It is not necessary, nor would it be ex- 
pected, that you should underfake any

financial responsibilities in the matter. 
You have already noticed with what 
alacrity and success the gentry and mer- 
chants of Shanghai responded to the sug. 
gestion and appeal of the Diffusion Society 
in the matter of a school for the boys of 
thése Settlements, and from what I know 
of the personal interest and public senti- 
ment now in favour of female education, 
I can but believo that what is now chiefly 
needed is for some one competent to ad- 
vise and lead in the matter, to espouse 
this cause and bring it. before the Chinese 
éommunity. This your Society, as a con. 
cern, is in position'to do, and in establish. 
ing thus, larger, wider and more intimate 
relations with the women of this com. 
munity, the suecess of its more limited and 
specific aims would be greatly enhanced 
While the outlook or prospects generally 
of your Society would be wonderfully im- 
proved by such a large and influential con. 
stitueney of men and women, who, having 
; 's of your noble sac- 

and service, will take on themsely 
to extend and perpetutate the blessing of 
their redemption from the despotism of 
ignorance, of superstition, of social cus- 
tom, and particularly from the torture 
and distress of a custom so painful and 
disabling as that of foot-binding. I believe 
that the condition and treatment accorded 
to women in China is the best single test 
of tho grade and character of its eivilisa- 
tion, and I believe there is no hope for the 
ultimate regeneration of the nation, savo 
in the emancipation and redemption of its 

women, by which I mean. thei 
Proper co-ordination with men, ax 
in enlightened Christian countries. 
In regard to the first point, Tennyson 
justly says: “Tho women’s cause is man's 
They rise or sink together, dwarf 
ed ‘or godlike, bond or free, it 
she be small, lyhtnatured, miserable, how 
shall men grow?” Mr, Gladstone, alko re- 
ferring to the same subject, uses the fole 
lowing language: “When wo are seeking 
to ascertain the measure of that concep: 
tion which any given nation has formed of 
our nature, there is perhaps no single test 
s0 effective as the position it ass 
women. For ax the law of force is the law 
of the brute creation, so in proportion, on 
the other hand, as he has escaped from its 
Geminion, is the ascending into the higher 
sphere of being and claiming relation to 
deity.” And one of Ind i 
ened Rajahs says: “The longer one lives, 
observes and thinks, the more deeply does 
ho feel that there is no community on the 
face of the earth which suffers less from 
political evils and moro from sclf-zccepted, 
or self-created, and therefore avoidable 
evils, than the Hindoo community.” What. 
is true of India is in large part trite also in 
China; and believing as I do, most 
thoroughly, that there is no hope for the 
rexeneration of this nation outside the 
emancipation and redemption of _ its 
women, and further believing that 
it is competent for men or wo- 
men under better auspices to change 
and correct whatever man in his 
ignorance, perversity or wickedness has 
hurt,

Mr. Campbell:—The other Company 
did it. 

The Chairman :—The houses are going 
out further all the time, and you could 
not ask us to deliver on the Sicawei Road, 
or at Jessfield at one cent. 

Mr. Campbell :—versonally I do not 
mind if you charge me two cents, but what 
I object to is having to fetch it from the 
depot. 

Mr. Getley :—Since the price was raised 
to a cent and a haif you cannot sell what 
you make, though before, at a cent a 
pound, fou could not make enough to 
supply the demand.

Lremember, for instance, a friend of mine 
made a contract with a native dealer for 
Chinese ice, and every day he got so many 
pounds of foreign ice into the bargain. 

Mr. Lowe:—UCnder the present token 
system they could get it indireetly. If you 
shoose to buy foreign ice under the gitise 
of native ice I do not see how wo can help 
it. The ico must have been stolen from 
the wheelbarrows. We cannot sell it under 
the price that is fixed to any person, but, 
T cannot see how we can well refuse to 
efl it to some of thie big native houses like 
Ching Chong and others who put it on 
board steamers. Why should we refuse 
to sell it to them? 

Mr. Stempel:—Do you sell it to the 
native ice-dealers? 

Mr. Lowe:—No, never, and we will ho 
only too glad to have any cases of tho 
selling of foreign ice by the native dealers 
brought to our attention. i 

Mr. Campbell:—It seems to mo that if 
the Chinese ice-dealers sell foreign ice that 
accounts for there being no dividends. It 
seems as if the ice mitst be sfolen in laree 
quantities. 

‘Mr. Lowe:—I am very glad you have 
made that remark. We have been told 
that the ice was stolen to a very largo ex- 
tent, but we do not see how that can 
Tt is net always advisable to give figures, 
hut we shall be pleased to put them before 
jolder who chooses to call at the 
ask for them. ‘The loss at the 
Yangtsepoo establishment works out ab 
10.4 per cent, and L think you will allow 
that is extremely reasonable.

‘Mr. Dabelstein:—Cannot you sell ice 
to the steamers, the mail steamers, English 
and German, that give large contracts? 

Mr. Lowe :—We-hardly like to give our 
business away, but T may sav we do sell to 
the mail lines but. find a great difficulty in 
selling to the coasting stramers and river 
steamers. We can only do that when 
there ix a lack of Chinese ice. What we 
want to do is to wipe out the Chinese. We 
must ask the shareholders to have a 
little patience, We have averaged four 
per cent for the past few years notwith- 
standing all the difficulties, and if you 
ave a little patience the Company will 
he a paying concern not only to the share- 
holders but to the agents.” And speaking 
ax to the agents, K can say we 
should not yo on longer than we could 
halp if it were nota paying concern. We 
are running i at-a loss as it is. for it. costs 
ns about Ths, 1,500 a year expenses to run 
the show. We devote a good deal of time 

nd attention to it and if T were not quite 
cortain #t will be a paying concern 1 would 
resign it. 

Mr. Dahelstein :—T have seen something 
of the management. of an ice company and 
I know that the Directors have a good 
deal to contend with, but. what is the use 
of starting a 25-ton plant when you have 
not support enough for ihe nl:int you 
now?

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL, 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
8ist DECEMBER, 1901. 


Annual General Meeting. —The annual 
neral_ meeting of the Landrenters of 
the British Concession held iu 
His Majesty's Consulate, Kiukiang, on 21st 
January, 1901, when’ Messrs. “Lammert 
and Hollander were elected members of 
the Council under the old Regulations, and 
the minutes of which have been duly printed. 

Special General Meetiny.—A special 
general meeting of the Landrenters and 
Householders of the British Concession 
under the new Land Regulations, was 
held at His Majesty's Consulate o1 
Wednesday, the 3rd April, 1901, when 
a new Council was elected ‘in compliance 
with the New Land Regulations, and con- 
sisted of Messrs. Fraser, Lovatt and W. 
Smith. On Mr. Lammert’s return to the 
port replacing Mr, Fraser, he was duly 
elected a member of the Council. 

‘The report and statement of the accounts 
of the Council for the year L901 are Jaid on 
the table, with an estimate of the receipts 
and expenditure for the year 1902. + 

Plan of Assessment—'The plan of assess 
ment by’ Mr. Clennell, which was submit 
ted at the special general meeting of 
Landrenters and Houscholders, was found 
to work fairly well and the funds derived 
from 

Land tax at 4% amounted to ‘Tis. 1,08 
House ,, 4/ 610 
Godown 7 2% 24 


The two latter taxes were assessed on 
rental value, that on the Land was assessed 
at the low value of Tis. 1,000 per lot. 

‘The amount collected under the three 
heads of taxation alluded to was found 
sufficient for Municipal purposes during the 
past year, and we close our accounts with a 
small balance to our credit. 

In submitting the estimate for the ex- 
penditure of the current year, a few words 
of explanation of the slight increase of 
taxation and expenditure may not be out of 
place. The Council think it advisable in 
the interest of the community to pay off 
the warrants, now bearing interest, for the 
filling-in of the pond, which is the site of 
the present Public Recreation Ground, and 
also to redeem a few of the Drain Loan 
Debentures, the interest of which will then 
cease to be a burden upon our resources. 
To effect this it will be necessary to slighly 
increase the taxation on houses and build- 
ings. 

The Council with the assistance of His 
Majesty’s Consul have visited the whole of 
the lots, and the property upon then within 
the limits of the British Concession, and in 
drawing up the scheme of taxation they 
followed the line of last year, vizi— 

‘The Land tax assessed value Tis. 1,000 for 
cach entire lot, a tux of 4 per cent. 

‘The house tax has been reduced to 
per cent assessed on rental value; which will 
not, however, reduce the amount collected 
under this head owing to the values Laving 
been increased. ‘The increase from the tax 
on house property arises from taxing houses 
that were exempted last year, and to which 
Dr. Clindening alluded in his observations 
at the special meeting of the Landrenters 
and Householders last year. 

‘The godown tax has been increased from 
2 to 3 per cent considering what large and 
important spaces these buildings oceupy in 
the Concession. ‘The Council with Mr. 
Clennell went very carefully over this 
description of property, and in their opinion 
the assessment is a fair and equitable one. 
It will principally be from this source of 
taxation that the increased revenue will be, 
derived. It is open to remark that prob- 
ably the most equitable way to tax property 
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of this d apton would be to ascertain the 
area occupied by each godown and to tax 
each in proportion accordingly. At present, 
however, the Council have not the facilities 
necessary for so elaborate a scheme and trust 
that the plan now submitted will meet with 
the approval of the meeting. It will be well 
to remember that the present is an attempt 
at a uniform system of taxation, and if| 
approved of may be useful for som: 
Mithout any further difficulty than decidin. 
upon the percentage of tax to be levied on 
each description of property. 

‘The total revenue for this year is estimated 
to be Tls. 4,532 to meet the estimated ex- 
penditare of Tis. 4,310. 


‘The past year has been more than usually 
expensive owing to the oveniowing of the 
Tiver, which attained a record height of 45 
feet ‘above zero, giving us 3° $” of water on 
the bund. 

The Bund.—The Bund was not so badl 
damaged by the flood as was at one time 
feared it would be. Many of the coping 
stones were washed out of position, and. the 
iron railings were more or less injured. ‘The 
Bund-facing, jetties, and iron railings are 
now undergoidg a thorough repair, and this, 























with the Chinese portion of the Bund which | a 


is being renovated ina like manner will cost 
‘Tis. 600. The Trustees of the Bund Trust 
Fund have agreed to defray this amount 
out of their Second Reserve Fund. 

The Trees.—The trees along the Bund 
suffered considerably. We contrived to save 
25 many as possible. It is questionable 
whether the outer row had not better be 
dispensed with, as these trees have a ten- 
deney to weaken the Bund facing. 

The Routs.—The roads are in fairly good 
condition. ‘The high water washed a great 
deal of the clay surfice of the Bund road 
and side roads away, leaving the rough 
Water-worn ee without anything to bind 
it, This will be attended to later on when 
the rains come. The Council are intending 
to lay down a conerete side-walk, ten feet 
wide. The cost of this will be paid out 
of the Second Reserve 
having approved of the sane. 

The Public Gurden.—The Public Garden 
(rented) suffered from the flood. Previous 
to this it was in good condition. The Re- 
croation Committee have made good use of, 
it for tennis and croquet, and it forms a 
very pleasant play-ground for the children.

‘Mr. Lovatt made a few remarks in ex- 
planation of various items in the Report, 
mentioning in particular that Dr. Clinden- 
ing having since it was prepared, resigned 
his position as Health Officer and Police 
Doctor, a new arrangement would have to 
be made. Mr. Lovatt invited any one who 
wished to do so to make any enquiries about 
the Report. 

Proposal put to the meeting and carried. 

Mr. Clennell read the details of the 
estimate of Receipts and Expenditure for 
the year 1902. 

Expenditw 

Police.—The total amount proposed was 
Tis. 1,800. It being intended to increase 
the present force by taking on three more 
native constables, Mr. Lovatt, asked the 
meeting if th approved of this step. 
“Approved unanimously. 

Fuel and Liyhting.—Mx. Elder proposed 
that the street lamps be lit on all nights uj 
to midnight, the expense thereby incurrec 
being met, if necessary, by spending money 
in excess of the estimate. seconded by 
Mr. Fetherstonhaugh. 

Mr. Benzeman proposed, as an amend- 
ment, seconded by Mr. Lammert, that no 
alteration be made in the existing lighting 
arrangements,

“Amendment carried. 

‘Mr. Umuhart proposed that a new lamp 
be put up opposite to the entry to his 
house.

It would be more appropriate, in 
the first instance, to write to the Council as 
it was quite within their power to put up 
an additional street lamp. 

Proposal withdrawn. 

Fuel and lighting estimate passed. 

Road Account.—Mr. Jensen remarked 
that he would liketo see a little more atten- 
tion paid to the Back Road, in the matter 
of laying gravel, and that some of the small 

ravel should be put on it as well as on the 
fund. Mr, Lovatt said that the Council 
would certainly see to the matter. 

Medical Account.—Mr, Lammert stated 
that he had seen Dr. Clindening, who while 
unwilling to withdraw his. resignation as 
Health Officer was now willing to under- 
take the duties of medical officer to the 
Police at Tis. 100 per annum, not including 
medicines, and with extra charges for sur 
gical or other special cases. 

‘A prolonged discussion ensued. 

Proposed by Mr. du Jardin, seconded by 
Mr. Walsham that the Municipal Council 
be empowered to draw up a new written 
agreement with a resident medical practi- 
tioner as medical officer to the Police, on 
the most favourable terms practicable. 

Question, was raised whether anything 
could be done as to the duties of Healt 
Officer. Mr. Clennell expressed the opinion 
that under the resolution as now before the 
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meeting the Council had power to make all 
arrangements. It would be a question of 
“ favourable terms.” 

Proposal put to the meeting and carried. 

Debentures.—The estimates provided for 
the repayment of the whole 05) of the 
debentures on the new Recreation Ground 
and of 5 of those on the Drains. 

‘Mr. Benzeman proposed, seconded by 
Mr. du Jardin that in ‘regard to the 
estimated expense, only eight of the 
Recreation ground debentures and three of 
the drain debentures be paid off this year. 

‘This proposal would reduee the estimated 
expenditure by Tis, 452. 

fter some discussion the proposal was 
put to the meeting and carried. 

Receipts. Estimate for Bund. Dues:—Mr. 
Clennell explained the position with regard 
to Bund Frontage rents, which under the 
New Regulations, it would no longer he 
possible to collect after the expiry of 
existing leases, One lease, viz., that to 
Messes, Butterfield and Swire would expire 
on the 80th April this year. It would be 
for the Municipal Council when the oc- 
casion arose, to make a fresh arrangement 
with the firm in question, either by way of 
collecting dues on the amount of 
carried over the Bund, or by agreeing to a 
commutation for the same. In the latter 
case the agreement made by the Council 
would be valid until the next annual meet 
ing, but could not be renewed boyond that 
date without the sanction of the electors.

MR. CROMPTON'S 
SYMPHONY CONCERT. 





‘Wo mentioned briefly in our issue of the 
13th instant that Mr. F. L. Crompton’s 
third and last symphony concert for this 
season, which took place at the Lyceum 
‘Theatre on Wednesday eve was a 
brilliant. musical success, notwithstanding 
the unfortunate inadequacy of the sup- 
port which it received at the hands of the 
public. But the truth is, that concerts | 
have been a bit overdone during the win- | 
ter which is now rapidly drawing to a 
close ; there were three for this week alone, 
‘nd unless something really novel and 
first-rate is advertised it will no longer be | 
‘an easy matter to get people to attend 
them. Mr, Crompton had the invaluable 
assistance of an orchestra composed of a 
large number of the best amateur, musi- 
cians in Shanghai, and consequently the 
frstrumental music could scarcely fail to 
be almost faultlessly rendered. The pro- 
gramme opened with Beethoven’s delight 
fal symphony in B flat (No. 4, op. 60) in 
four morements, which was played with a 
delicacy and precision which held the 
house enthralled to the last bar. Madamo 
Grebin, who was in splendid voice, con 
tributed two fascinating little vocal num- 
bers, “La Visione” by Vannuccini and 
“TeSaicTu?” by Massenet, and was ac- 
corded an enthusiatic encore, to which she 














was kind enough to respond with 
another. ravishing little chanson. 
For the opening number of | the 
second. part. Mrs. Gessner was to 


have played Beethoven's Pianoforte Con- 
certo (C. Major) with orchestral accom- 
faniment : but, as we understand, she has 
had so little experienco of playing with an 
orchestra that this composition had at 
the last moment to be abandoned, and 
tio solos were substituted, one being a 
jiece by Chopin and the other a work by 
faesler.

THE CHINA COAST.

—Thave been so interested by the let- 
ters on the ‘Lighting of the China Coast” 
ately publ'shed in your valuable paper, 
that I venture to address you ona matter 











00 | of as serious if not greater ‘moment, name- 


Is, The Surveying and Charting of the 
Coast.” At present this is so imperfect, 
and there are such wide stretches of 
unexplored sea that it really is a wonder 
how so few steamers come to grief on 
uncharted dangers. ‘That coasting is a 
great help to masters and owners alike, 
‘one has only to mention the very recent 
accident to a large ocean-oing steamer to 
demonstrate beyond dispute,—which vessel 
coming up the China Sea against the 
full force of the monsoon actually 
sprang leak buffeting the heavy sea. 

‘his, however, is by no means the only 
instance of a vessel’s bottom being injured 
by the force of the waves alone, several 
cases fof a like nature having occurred 

fore. The great savingin time and coal 
too while coasting is apparent to any one. 
I can but hope the authorities will soon 
wake up to the fact. of their responsibility 
and chart and light the coast sufficiently 
to make navigation as safe in the China 
Seas, as it is in Japan and most places 
where there is a large trade. 

To begin my remarks then. Some time 
ago—I think within the last three years—a 
paragraph appeared in the Hongkong daily 
papers to this effect: “The Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce has petitioned the 
British Government to make anew survey 
of the China coast, as the present charts 
being from old surveys. are full of inaccu- 
racies, etc.” ‘his, of course, was only 
natural and right. "The sole thing is, the 
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petition might have been sent in years 
before. Who other than the British 
Government should undertake the chart- 
ing of the coast of China? Are not the 
British people everlastingly howling about 
the preponderance of their trade here? 
One could hardly expect the French or 
ians or Russians, with 
very little trade, or the Germans or 
Americans, with still a fractional quantity 
of the aggregate, to carry out an enter- 
prise from which they would benefit to a 
very slight extent, while another nation 
would profit to an enormous degree. Who 
then ought to take in hand the survey but 
the Brtish,—the foremost maritime nation 
of the world, as we are so fond of calling 
ourselves, and the nation which in this 
instance would gain most advantage ? 

Perhaps it may be said, what about the 
large tonnage dues levied on the shipping 
and what about the Chinese revenue 
cruisers? Caanot they do something? 
Yes ! Certainly! That is the work they 
ought to do instead of lying in port for 
weeks ata time. But, as every one knows, 
the Chinese never do anything until pres- 
sure is pub upon them ;so until they are 
compelled these cruisers will spend their 
ime in harbour doing nothing. Besides 
is much cheaper for the Customs. Vessels 
while at anchor do not burn coal, and 
possibly if they were given specific duties 
to perform it might be found that a larger 
and more efticient stat! of officers and men 
was necessary. ‘The Harbour Masters, too, 
at the various ports could he w hint 
to exert themsel yes in verifying existing 
and making new charts, and’ they should 
be encouraged and commended by the 
authorities "for their activity in_ this 
matter so vital to all shipping firms, 
insurance offices and merchants in ge- 
neral. Perhaps the truth is there ought to 
be a retiring age in the Harbour depart- 
ment of the Customs, and certainly a little 
discrotion should be shown in the appoint- 
ing of competent mon to the postion of 
tidesurveyor. 

To rotun to the petition addressed to 
the British Government by the Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce. I used to eagerly 
scan the columns of the daily papers for 
an answer to this, but never came across 
it, There must, however, have been a kind 
of grudging acquiescence because a little 
has been attempted within the last three 
years, and very inefficioutly and carelessly 
carried out. 

While at this point, I will say a fow 
words about Hongkong’ harbour which we 
would expect the foremost mar 
nation of the world and its 
efiicient. Navy to have so clearly 
gulated and defined as to avoid all pos- 
sibility of accident arising from its port 
regulations being indefinite and inac- 
curate.

I mention Hongkong 
hecause the sole qualification that the 
Government require for the post. of 
Harbour Master is the addendum 
R. N. after a candidate's name. Within 
the last ten years the position has been 
vacant some three or four times and has 
always been kept open until some appli- 
cant with the magic letters has appeared 
and got the ofice. This, with a very 
efficient subordinate staf to select from 
Dut who unfortunately do not carry any!

An ac- 
curate survey of a harbour is of great 
help to a master of a vessel, when entering 
or leaving port he has to give way to an- 
other steamer or small craft, as it tells!

No one seems to understand 
the reason, or how such a conclusion was 
arrived at.’ The merest observation would 
shew its stupidity. There have beon 
dozens of British war-vessels visiting the 
port within recent years, but not one of 
them seems to have found this out. In 
this, as in all other like rivers, the channel 
and bar are continually altering. In tho 
latest chart corrected! by the British Ad- 
miralty, the buoys, which in reality mark 
the channel, are placed on dry land, and 
the old channel, which has filled up, is 
left on the chart to confuse the navigator. 
‘The British have never made a survey of 
the mouth of the Peiho river. One would 
think, after their defeat at Taku by the 
Chinese, principally owing to defective 
information leading them to land men on 
soft mud banks, directly in the line of 
fire of the enemy, an accurate survey 
would have been made, and kept at ail 
future time thoroughly up to date. 
During the last war with China, a large 
British fleet lay outside this same Peiho 
river, with an «..airal with gunboats and 
steam launches by the dozen under his 
command. The chart, being faulty in tho 
extreme, is no guide for entering the port 
—rather the reverse. It is necessary for 
ck communication to find out and ac- 
curately mark the channel across these 
dangerous flats. With all the appliances 
of the British Navy, coupled with the in- 
telligence of the British Naval officer, 
could be easier? ‘There was 
even an added stimulus to exertion in the 
nee of a numerous fleet of ships of 
fons. But a different course was 
opted. Send for one of the old mer~ 
chant sailor pilots. Ono of the Taku 
pilots was requisitioned and, under the 
threat of being hanged for refusing at 
first to pit his intelligence against that of 
the British Navy, eventually marked the 
channel across the bar.

From the date of the scene on the 
quarter-deck of the * Monarch” in 1757 
bezan the glorions era of the British Navy 
which closed with Codrington at Navarino. 
When the nation made it plain that they 
would overlook no failures without: strict 
enquiry and punishment. to tho guilty, 
good and efficient service was immedi 
ately forthcoming.

‘More than forty years ago, one of New 
York’s leading” philanthropists, Mrs. 
‘Thomas C. Doremus, founded the Woman’s 
Union Missionary Society of America, an 
undenominational Society as its name im- 
plies ; and this Mission’ is largely repre- 
sented in India, where it began its work, 
and has there schools, Zenana work, 
orphanages, and a hospital for women and 
children. The first woman physician for 
foreign fields was appointed by this mis- 
sion. Japan was occupied in 1872, where 
they started the hrst school for girls, and 
where there is also a large school for the 
training of native women evangelists. 
China was the last field to be taken up, 
and is represented in Shanghai by schools 
for girls, a training homo for native 
women pvangelists, and the Margaret 
Williamson Hospital where, as many know, 
more than 30,000 Hospital and Dispeusary 
patients are treated annually. When the 
mission was founded by Mrs. Deremus, her 
daughter, Miss S. D. Doremus, became its 
secretary, and for all these years has given 
voluntary servico to this cause. Shanghai 
is now honoured by a visit from Miss 
Doremus, who, after sponding several 
weeks here, looking into the works of the 
Woman’s Union, and visiting other mis- 
sions, will proceed to Japan.

ACROSS MANCHURIA.

‘You will not find on a map the cluster of 
wooden huts called Mindenken, and whero 
the Manchurian railway on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 19th, camo to a sudden stop. But 
you may casily find the Hingan moun- 
tains, breaking north-east between Mon- 
golia and Manchuria, and if you draw a 
line from Hilar, spelt sometimes Chailar, 
in tho land of the Mongols, to Sitsikar, 
spelt, sometimes Tsitsikar, in the land of 
the Manchus, you may suppose Minden- 
ken to lie within the eastern shadow of 
the Hingan range. 

T have said that on that Saturday the 
railway stopped suddenly at Mindenken. 
On the Sunday it would stop further west, 
on tho Monday futher west still, whilst all 
the time on the other side of the hills 
the line was creeping south. So by the 
time this letter appears in print they will 
have joined and the dream of travellers 
to make a journey from Paris to Peking 
by rail will be complete. 

For never since man was able to wield 
‘a spade has any work been pushed on with 
such rapidity as this Eastern Chinese rail- 
way. I took a walk several miles up tho 
line to where the building was in progress 
towards a great cleft in the mountains a 
track was staked over the barren plain. 
‘Three thousand Chineso coolies were doing 
nothing else but shovel the adjoining earth 
into baskets, swing two baskets at the 
ond of a pole across their shoulders, carry 
it to between the stakes and build a bank 
some tivo fect above the level. They work- 
ed slowly and carried paltry amounts of 
carth and dawdled on their way back for 
another load. Yet what a lot of blue ants 
‘they were surging to and fro and gradual-

Behind all was a long goods train, filled 
with railway building material, crawling 
in the wake of the workmen and feeding 
them with sleepers and rails and bolts. 

T walked over the section built on the 
Friday. It was humpy; the two rails 
were like tho frst effort of a child to draw 
parallel lines ; in some places the rail was 
holding the sleeper end from the ground 
instead of resting on it. 

But here was the great fact: the rail- 
way was being built, trains could run over 
it and troops be carried. And the laying 
of that line was at the extraordinary rate 
of three English miles a day! 

‘That day, a distanco of forty miles (six- 
ty vorsts) separated the two sections of 
the line working towards one another. 
This I covered in tarantass. For the con- 
venience of enginesrs and officers and 
a British journalist there was a post sta- 
tion, rather like a cowhouse, exceedingly 
, and when I looked at the roof, not 
more than six inches above my head I 
shuddered at finding it simply heaving 
with bugs. ‘The peasant Russians havo a 
superstition about these creatures. ‘They 
won't kill them. Indeed when thoy build 
a new house they fill a hat full of bugs 
from the old residenco and turn them 
loose iu the new one for a house without 
bugs is an unlucky house. The things kept 
falling on the floor and the table and my 
person. I had a bowl of cabbage soup, 
but, while eating, it was necessary to hold 
my hat over the dish like a lid to avoid 
accidents. With much patience I got 
three horses and the tarantass. A few 
Kopecks led to a double quantity of hay 
being thrown in the bottom of tho taran- 
tass so I might be more comfortable. Tho 
horses, one in the middle—with a big 
wooden arch, painted green, red and yol- 
low over it and with jangling bells—and 
one on either side, wero sturdy animals. 
The driver was a lean Tartar who had tak- 
cn to Russian dress. With him, on tho 
front of the cart sat a sharp-faced Rus- 
sian soldier, whom it. was thought neces- 
sary to send with me in case a few Boxers 
threatened attack. 

‘There was no road, as wo Britishors un- 
derstand a road,—only a well-marked 
track into the mountains. ‘Thore was a 
low wind blowing, so that at times we wore 
enveloped in dust. The day, however, 
though bitterly cold, was fine with the

For every note thus destroyed a new one 
of the same denomination is manufactured 
Therefore don’t worry. There will always 
be bank notes enough for us; the ouly 
trouble is to get them safely and snugly 
lodged in our pockets. And that is as hard 
a trick in America as it is in England. 

Gold and silver coins also wear out and 
go to the melting pot to be recast. Wher- 
ever there is friction there is destruc 
more or less rapid. 

It is this tendency of things to go to 
pieces that led Mrs. irt tospeak 
of herself as a ph: ps that 
get fast on rocks 
into bits by the waves, obviously suggested 
the comparison. 

Tn her own account, written on the 10th
